WASHINGTON UR - The Su­ 
preme Co urt weighed the co nsti­ 
tutio nal rights o f GI William S.

Receiving Warnings 


COLUMBUS, Ohio MV-Warning 
notices are g oing out daily to an 
averag e of about 30 motorists in 
dang er of losing their driver li­ 
censes under Ohio’s new penalty 
po int sy stem, desig ned to make 
hig hway s safer. 
Geo rg e C. Braden, state reg is­ 
trar o f motor vehicles, said today 
•ome 300 motorists have received 
warning s since the law went into 
effect June 2. 
« The new law requires Braden to 
notify drivers by mail when they 
receive five or more points. Any ­ 
one receiving 12 points faces su­ 
spension of Ins driving rig hts for 
a y ear. 
So far no one has amassed 12 
points, but Braden said a few 
motorists soon may be “elig ible”. 
The new sy stem works this way : 
All courts are required to notify 
the state bureau of convictions and 
bond forfeitures for traffic law 
violations within 
10 day s. 
The 
bureau assesses the points and 
keeps the totals. 
The bureau must notify clerks 
of court in a driver’s home county 
when he has received 
12 or more 
points within two y ears from his 
first conviction or bond forfeiture. 
The clerk then must notify the 
driver by reg istered mail within 
10 day s of the time and place for 
a hearing to determine whether he 
is an 
“habitual violator”. The 
hearing must be held within 30 
day of notification to the clerk. 
Common Pleas Court can su­ 
spend the driving license of a 
motorist convicted under the point 
sy stem law for up to a y ear or 
place him on probation. 
A maximum penalty of $500 fine 
and six months in jail is provided 
for motorists who drive in viola­ 
tion erf the court order. 
Drivers g et their licenses back 
after satisfy ing the court decree 
and have their point record wiped 
clean. They start a new score for 
further convictions and bond for­ 
feitures. 
Six points are entered for traffic 
manslaug hter, driving while drunk 
or under the influence of drug s, 
leaving an accident scene or driv­ 
ing while a license is un der 
su­ 
spension 
or 
revocation; 
uiree 
points for reckless operation and 
' two for speeding and other moving 
violations. 
The bureau said the point sy s­ 
tem law requires no minimum 
penalty for driving while a license 
is under suspension. 
The present driver license law, 
still in effect, permits suspension 
for up to three y ears for a felony 
conviction in connection with the 
use of a motor vehicle. The same 
law also carries a minimum jail 
sentence of two day s for driving 
while a license is suspended. Max­ 
imum penalty under that law is a 
$500 fine and six months in jail. 
Braden said warning notices un­ 
der the point sy stem urg e motor­ 
ists to avoid g etting a hig her 
score. 
“Our driving records show . . V 
the warning s beg in. Then comes 
this plea; 
“We are certain that with in­ 
creased effort on y our part y ou 
can join the thousands of Ohio 
drivers who obey the traffic laws 
and keep a clear driving record. 
“This department is responsible 
for the improvement of drivers op­ 
erating upon the Ohio hig hway s, 
and is authorized to seek suspen­ 
sion of the license of any person 
whose record shows that he is a 
repeating violator of the traffic 
laws or is a neg lig ent operator of 
a motor vehicle. 
“If additional traffic convictions 
and accidents are recorded on 
y our driving record of sufficient 
point value to increase y our total 
permit points to 
12 or more within 
24 months from y our first convic­ 
tion. we will be compelled to ask 
suspension of y our driver license.”

Consensus In The Kremlin 


R ussia's Communist dictatorship has dev el­ 
oped a b loodless technique for settling disputes. 
The Communist party’s presidium, 
w h e r e 
policy questions are decided b y m ajority v ote, 
can isolate the holders of a minority opinion 
and oust them from power without a purge. 
Once the minority memb ers hav e b een taken 
out of play, they are impotent. They hav £ no 
official v oice. Because pub lic opinion carries 
no influence in Russian affairs anyway, they 
would satisfy no purpose in speaking. 
PJikita Khrushchev has achiev ed a kind of 
gov ernment b y consensus which no foreign ob ­ 
serv er can dismiss with a shrug. 
It is capab le of strong and incisiv e action. 
It is a form which has dem onstrated adapt­ 
ab ility to Changing circum stances that nev er 
was present during Stalin’s lifetime. 
Khrushchev is stronger than Stalin b ecause 
he is m ore confident of his ab ility to surv iv e 
than Stalin ev er was. Khrushchev does not 
need to kill his opponents. He cas cause them 
to b e v oted out of existence. 
This m arks a significant ev olution in the hur­ 
ly-b urly of one-party dictatorship. An answer 
has b een found to the question which few b e­ 
liev ed could b e answered: What will keep the 
Communist party in power when Stalin’s per­ 
sonal terrorism is ended b y his death? 
Conjectures ab out the policies of the recon­ 
stituted presidium are too iffy to b e taken seri­ 
ously. 
But the fact 
that 
a 
minority 
has 
b een disposed of b loodlessly and a strengthened 
m ajority is ready for b usiness is more impor­ 
tant than any conjectures. 
Washington b eliev es the new consensus in the 
Kremlin promises to b e more agreeab le than 
the old one, which had b een m easurab ly more 
agreeab le than that of the Stalin era or the 
interim period when Khrushchev was dev elop­ 
ing a technique for running a dictatorship with­ 
out Stalinism. 
The weaknesses of party dictatorship rem ain. 
But Khrushchev ’s b loodless technique for get­ 
ting consensus is not one of them. 


Co ld War Truce 


What difference would it m ake if the right 
nam e were giv en to the effort centered in 
London to find acceptab le term s for limited 
disarm am ent? 
The right nam e, of course, is “truce.” 
The United States, the Sov iet Union and 
G reat Britain are deadlocked in a cold atomic 
war. 
Each of them has done ab out as much as 
its present resources can support. 
In 
any 
ev ent, it is reasonab le to suppose that the 
United States and the Sov iet Union hav e held 
nothing b ack. Britain, which has an understand- 
ig with the United States calling for m utual 
support, does not need to go the whole way 
to prov e it b elongs in the atomic era and can 
own and operate its own fireb alls. 
The circum stances of a truce haev m aterial 
ized, or are close enough at hand to w arrant 
serious attention. 
If a truce can b e negotiated, it will signify 
only that the com b atants are willing to call off 
their cold war. 
There will hav e b een no v ictory and no sur­ 
render. 


There will hav e b een simple recognition of 
an ob v ious fact—that the fireb allers hav e gone 
as far as they are willing and ab le to go at 
this tim e with demonstrations of ab ility to 
destroy and cripple. 
When history is written, that m ay b e the 
v ersion. The com b atants called off their cold 
atomic w ar in 1957 b ecause it had b ecome 
ob v ious there was no future in it. 


Sen. Russell's Proposal 


When the proper tim e comes, promises Sen. 
Russell of Georgia, he will appeal to his col­ 
leagues in Congress to let the people of the Unit­ 
ed States hold a pleb iscite on the civ il rights 
legislation pending in Congress. 
The catch is, there is no prov ision for a ple­ 
b iscite in the Constitution. Sen. Russell m ay 
hav e to settle for the next b est thing, which 
would b e a proposed constitutional amendment, 
as prescrib ed in Article V of the Constitution. 
The proposal would b e to repeal Amendments 
XIV and XV, which gav e all citizens of the 
United States equal rights, proportional repre­ 
sentation in the House of Representativ es and 
specified that no citizen's right to v ote could 
b e denied or ab ridged b ecause of race or color. 
If this were approv ed b y two thirds of b oth 
houses of Congress and ratified b y three fourths 
of the states, the rights of Colored people could 
b e wiped out wherev er and whenev er white 
suprem acists wanted to wipe them out. History 
could b e turned b ack 90 years. 
Sen. Russell and his colleagues hav e no more 
chance of doing this than they hav e of calling a 
pleb iscite, which would b e equally disastrous to 
their b itter-end cause.

This sam e thing happened once 
b efore in perhaps the most sham e­ 
ful chapter in American history 
when, after the w ar b etween the 
states had ended and a general

proclaimed, 
m ilitary units from the North were 
sent into the legislativ e chamb ers 
of the Southern States. 


AT THE POINT of a b ayonet, 
ratification of the 14th Amendment 
to the Constitution was compelled 
in 10 states after each had re­ 
jected it. 
Southern m em b ers of Congress, 
thereupon were arb itrarily disqual­ 
ified from v oting in either the 
House or the Senate, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that prev iously the 


adjust conflicting v iewpoints b y 
letting each state or each com­ 
munity within a state decide for it­ 
self how it shall mov e toward the 
solution 
of its own social prob ­ 
lems — a b asic American concrpt 
of self-gov ernment — the confus­ 
ing court decisions and the threat 
of coerciv e “civ il rights” legisla­ 
tion are retarding progress. 
Impatiently the doors are open 
to b itter resentm ents which will 
grow in intensity b ecause compul­ 
sion is the wrong way to deal with 
social prob lems in a democracy. 
Inev itab ly also there will b e re­ 
v iv ed the whole controv ersy ov er 
the unmoral and illegal way b y 
which the I4th Amendment itself 
was forced into the Constitution in 
the first place. 
“I speak in a spirit of great 
sadness,” said Sen. Russell, (D- 
Ga.) the other day in the Senate. 
“If Congress is driv en to pass this 
b ill in its present form, it will 
cause unspeakab le confusion, b it­ 
terness and b loodshed in a great 
section of our common country. 


“ IF IT IS proposed to mov e into 
the South in this fashion, the con­ 
centration camps may as well b e 
prepared now b ecause there will 
not b e enough jails to hold the peo­ 
ple of the South who will oppose 
the use of raw federal power forci­ 
b ly to commingle white and Negro 
children in the sam e schools and 
places of pub lic entertainm ent.” 
Thus after neariy a century of 
deb ate, America is again hearing 
speeches in Congress 
ab out the 
use of m ilitary forces to b ack up 
social v iewpoints. 
This, comes ironically enough, 
at a time when spokesmen for the 
United States in the world at large 
are appealing constantly for the 
“renunciation of the use of force” 
as a means of dealing with human 
friction.

NEW YORK (ff) — Dull days in 
the m etal industries aren’t fazing 
the optimists. 
They predict today that steel 
should see a m arked rev iv al b e­ 
fore the month is ov er. The b at­ 
tered copper industry talks of get­ 
ting supply and demand b ack on 
speaking term s b efore the sum­ 
m er is gone. Only in the zinc and 
lead industries do the optimists 
look wistfully to a much later 
date. 
Steel’s prob lems are mostly do­ 
mestic. Copper’s plight is a world 
wide one with U. S. producers 
caught in a b ind. Lead and zinc 
men feel their current troub les 
are due to gov ernment action, or 
lack of it. 
In all the industries there is 
growing 
b elief 
that 
their 
cus­ 
tom ers are ab out to come to the 
rescue. 
Steel men report that orders 
are picking up. They are coming 
from two im portant groups of us­ 
ers—the auto and the appliance 
m akers—whose indifference in re­ 
cent weeks saddened the steel in­ 
dustry. 
Steel’s plight isn’t v ery sev ere 
anyway, 
and 
its 
distrib ution 
among the v arious companies is 
notab ly irregular. Some are still 
producing 
near 
capacity 
while 
others — including some of the 
b iggest — hav e expected 
total 
production of the industry in the 
sum m er months to av erage 80 per 
cent of capacity or ev en less.

Filibusters Shap in g Up 


WASHINGTON (ff) - This is an 
ABC on the Southern filib uster 
shaping up in the Senate against 
the civ il rights b ill which the Ei­ 
senhower administration says is 
intended to protect Negroes’ v ot­ 
ing rights in the South. 
Southerners say it is so “cun­ 
ningly” written it could b e used 
to force racial integration. A fili­ 
b uster’s purpose is to prev ent pas­ 
sage of a b ill b y talking against it 
until its supporters giv e up. 
Southerners can make two fili­ 
b usters: (1) against a motion to 
b ring up the b ill and, if they lose 
on this, then ( 2) against the b ill 
itself. They will prob ab ly make 
their main pitch on the second. 
It’s less exhausting. 
There are two ways to b reak a 
filib uster: 
1. By keeping the Senate in ses­ 
sion around the clock until the 
Southerners are worn out. They 
could keep going for months if 
they were allowed to go home 
ev ery night at 5 o’clock. 
2. By inv oking cloture, which 
means v oting to shut off deb ate. 
This can b e done only on a two- 
thirds v ote of the full Senate: 64 
of the 96 memb ers. It’s hard to 
get. Some erf those outside the 
South 
m ay 
want 
to 
filib uster 
someday. 
For perhaps a week, as a warm­ 
up, 
Southerners 
m ay 
filib uster 
against a motion to b ring up the 
b ill. You can see why this, if the 
Southerners tried to go all-out, is 
exhausting: 
On a filib uster against a motion 
each senator is limited to two 
speeches. 
Ab out 20 
Southerners 
are expected to take part in the 
filib uster. If they wanted to talk 
against the motion itself for weeks 
then — 
Each in turn would hav e to talk 
until he was literally ready to 
drop, not once b ut twice. And all 
the 
tim e 
he 
talked 
a 
senator 
would hav e to b e on his feet. If 
he sat down to rest he’d lose the 
floor and his speech would b e 
ov er. 
If the Southerners try a full­ 
b lown filib uster against the mo­ 
tion, Sen. Knowland of California.

try to kill it b y wearing them out 
in around-the-clock session. 
He could prob ab ly force such a 
session, since it requires only a

These are tough days with the weekly-per- 
formance comedians. The entertainm ent world 
now knows suicide b y airwav e. 
Fam iliarity 
b reeds the tuner-outer. 
No comic can change his act ev ery sev en 
days and retain his audience, let alone his right 
mind. 
You don’t hav e to hav e quiet these days to 
hear a great comedian drop. 
In no year in telev ision or radio history hav e 
so many famed funnymen b een shown to the 
tob oggan slide. 


THE MORTALITY has made most of them 
panicky and in their hysterical fears a couple 
of the top clowns hav e knocked themselv es out 
far ahead of time b y hastily scrapping surefire 
form ats for a switch to routines nowhere near 
a s g o o d. 
One comedian, who was the hottest of all a 
couple of years b ack, had a weekly serialized 
act with characters most actors would b e glad 
to discov er, b ut. running a fev er ov er ratings, 
he ab andoned this answer to a showman’s 
prayer and shifted to old-time v audev ille b its. 
It was like a strip cartoonist discov ering a 
great set of characters and throwing it ov er­ 
b oard to do comic v alentines or greeting cards. 


ANOTHER COMEDIAN. Sid Caesar, in 
a 
class b y himself when it comes to originality, 
taste and effort, knocked himself off the air­ 
wav es through sheer stub b ornness in wanting 
to cov er too much ground too often. 
Caesar cam e up with a b rand new set of acts 
ev ery week, something no entertainer in his­ 
tory has ev er b een ab le to do find hold his 
audience. 
Ev en under this strain, he m anaged to do one 
or two pretty wonderful sketches each week. 
But he tried to take in more territory in 
C aesar’s Hour than Julius cov ered in C aesar's 
entire Roman Em pire career.

DOWN THROUGH the annals of entertain­ 
m ent the top comedians were lads who got to­ 
gether a good act and played it for years.

Hundreds 
earned fame and fortune through sticking to a 
single routine. 
Since TV cam e in they hav e b een forced to 
come up with a completely fresh show ev ery 
sev en days. Few things are deader than last 
week's TV act. The result has b een a rat race 
and nerv ous pr<*ci"ation, chronic irascib ility and 
prolonged confusion as the goals. 


IN THEIR ANXIETY to perform the m iracle 
most of the clowns hav e b een confusing energy 
with wit and sweat with humor. They hav e b een 
judging their success b y their perspiration and 
headaches. 
Sid C aesar leav es NBC b ecause he won’t slow 
up willingly and ration himself. “ I want to work 
more, not less,” he says. 
“ After nine years I feel that TV is just start­ 
ing and that the surface hasn’t b een scratched.” 
The point is, howev er, that the comedians 
will b e scratched if they don’t parcel them ­ 
selv es out in sm aller doses. 
There’s no b usiness like show b usiness. Yeah. 
But it ain’t m iracle b usiness. 


THE “ COMEBACK” of Ed Wynn is a topic 
of the season, b ut in our b ook Ed nev er went 
away. As a truly talented comedian he has had 
few equals and it is hard to name one who has 
come close to him in originality of ideas and 
routines. 
Styles in comics hav e undergone a decent 
change, exspecially on TV, and some genuinely 
funny m en hav e b een dev eloped. But most of 
the current clowns are little more than b rassy 
gagsters, dependent wholly on nerv e, an arm y 
of writers, warmed-ov er gags, Broadway wise­ 
cracks and the “ Am I too fast for you?” mood.

It’s an ho no r to be o n 
the team and it do esn’t mak e any 
difference who c h o s e s them. 
So metimes it lo o k s lik e po liticians 
are at wo rk and there are o ne o r 
two play ers o n my team I’d be a 
little leery o f starting. The way 
they vo ted in a certain city co uld 
k ill the who le thing, but y o u do n’t 
want to ro b the public who co mes 
to the game.’* 
Stengel then disclo sed he will 
pro po se a rule pro hibiting manag­ 
ers fro m starting pitchers who 
have been named to the All-Star 
team any later than Saturday pri­ 
o r to the big game. That wo uld as­ 
sure at least two day s’ rest. 
“I had planned to start Wy nn,” 
Stengel ex plained, “because o f his 
ex perience and his k no wledge o f 
the Natio nal League play ers but 
when I learned he pitched Sunday 
I switched to Bunning because he, 
to o , is a righthander and is the 
mo st rested.’* 
Realizing that his wo rds might 
be co nsrued as a reflecio n upo n 
the y o ung Tiger fireball, Casey 
added:
